NOTE: In claims 1, 7, 8, and new claim 13, at least one limitation, "...a selection of bunting or hitting as said offensive 
action is accomplished by a button operation of said pointing device, and designation of instructions for alteration of a height and an 
orientation of the bat character is accomplished SINGLY by the moving operation of said pointing device in cases where bunting is 
selected as the offensive action of said batting character../' has been introduced that has not been previously considered. Furthermore, 
the examiner believes Lipson discloses at least the limitation, "...a selection of bunting or hitting as said offensive action is accomplished 
by a button operation of said pointing device, and designation of instructions for alteration of a height and an orientation of the bat 
character is accomplished by the moving operation of said pointing device in cases where bunting is selected as the offensive action of 
said batting character..." at Column 14, lines 17-35 as noted in previous Office Action, Paper No. 7.
